The New York Board of Trade.and 


Transportation hag issued a pam- 
phlet is which a comparison is made 
betwaea tho national telegraph ser 
vice, as performed"in G/reat Britain, 
and tho corporation service, which 
prevails in the United States. 
In 


1869 the English Government took 
possession of all the telegraph lines 
ia the country at an appraised value. 
The number of miles of line pur- 
chased in 1SG9 \vao- 5,601; miles in 
1880, 23,156. There were 6,500,000 
messages sent in 1860, and 26,547,- 
137 in 1880. 
The increase in the 


plant has been paid for oat of the 
earnings of the department, and'810,- 
000,000 h.is been paid on account of 


• interest on'bonda issued by tho Gov 


ernment to purchase the plant, 
The 


rate established is one shilling, about 
23 cents, for twenty words to any 
part of the kingdom. Tho Western 
Union Telegraph Company' operated 
in 1866 with 37,380 miles ofj line end 
75,686 miles of Wire. Tho following 
year it sent 5,879,2S8 messages, for 
which the receipts were SG,oOS,925, 
at an expense of $3,944,005, leaving 
a profit of'$2,241,619, 
Compared to 


this the statement of 1882 ia as fol 
Iowa: Number of miles of line, 131,- 
032; miles of wire, 374,294; number 
of messages sent, 39,000,000; receipts, 
817,114,155; 
expenses, 
$9,990,095; 


profits, $7,118,070. The capital stock 
of the company increased from £385,- 
in 1858 to $22,000,000 in 1866, of 
•srhicn, 83,323,000 was issued in pur- 
chasing competing lines, while nearly 
818,000,000 was issued as stock divi- 
deni. The "Western Union has since 
ab«orbed tbe United Stales Company, 
for which purpose 87,116,300 in 
Btook, was issued, 
the American 


Telegraph Company, for which 811,- 
833,100 of Western Union stock was 
issued, the Atlantic and Pacific with 
a,nominal capital of §10,000,000, and 
the American, Union with thn same 


,. Taluatio'n. The competing companies 


hare been purchased, aa far as the 
public is informed, at a price from 
three to five times their coat, and 
this increased valuo is added to the 
capital stock on which dividends aie 
declared. Out of gross earnings of 
S17,t)00,OOD in 1882 dividends weie 
upward of &7,000,000, or about forty 
per cent of the whole. Large amounts 
are meantime devoted to the con- 
struction of new lines, which iacrease 
the -value of the plant and tie earn- 
ing capacity of the corporation with- 
out other expense to the stockholders 
than the limitation of dividends to 
forty 
per 
cent, of earnings 
By 


various changes, some of which have 
been mentioned, the capital stock of 
the Western Union has been in- 
creased to 880,000,000, ou which sum 
six per cent, dividends are annually 
paid. The New York Board of Trade 
thinks the telegraph business can be 
done more cheaply by the Govern- 
ment. The arguments in favor of a 
postal telegraph under Government 
control are mnny and conclusive 
The exclusive right to conduct tin 
mail,service might, by the adoption 
of this moro expeditious mode o 
conveyance, be deprived of its orig 
inal purpose if the Government is 
limited to the means at its clisposa 
when the Government was estab 
liahed. A telegraph message ia, in 
fact, a letter sent under different con 
••ttftiOns and by"n" different mode of 
conveyance. The 
change in 
the 


modes of transmission counts for 


^ nothing. ' The Government should 
J at'all times be in a position to per 
form the work the constitution de- 
volves upon it in the best manner 
possible at the tima. It is now said 
that the telegraph companies are will 
ing to dispose of their lines at a fair 
price. - Probably the Government 
•would be expected to pay more than 
tho cost of constructing the linos 
over, the same routes, bat a fair price, 
under all circumstances, could be 
arrived at, as in England, through 
appraisers.

It is not too early to say something of 


an affair that has already b«en somewhat 
discussed among the leading Democrats 
of Nevada. We refer to the choice of 
delegates to the National .Convention. 
The occasion will b» looked forward to 
with unusual interest 011 account of the 
extraordinary prospect the Democrats 
have of uanaing the next President. A 
goqd many will bo desirous of going to 
the convention as delegates for this rea- 
sou.' But this is just the reason why 
we should bo very careful in tho selec- 
tion of dalejjatei. It has sometimes 
made but little difference who repre- 
sented us in this capacity, but next 
year it will in all probability be a more 
important matter. If Nevada can ba 
conspicuous in naming and standing by 
the winning man in case of a close fight 
for the nomination, it will, of course, 
be to her advantage after election. In 
the present stato of affairs in this State 
a fnand at Washington in the Presi- 
dential chair wouhl bo pleasant to have, 
All of our intorsAs might be encouraged 
and promoted thereby. There are nu- 
merous ways in which a generous influ- 
ence from that quarter cuuld be turned 
to the advantage of tha Statfa and her 
chief industry. Along with the general 
business deproosiou we are suffering, 
tho war ngaiust our principal product, 
silver, still goes ou. At the Bankers' 
Convention, hold last week in, Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, a resolution was passed 
that the further coinage o' silver ought 
to be prohibited by law. The signs of 
tha times are that wo need friends iu 
this respect and iu other matters of 
similar import, and ne more valuable 
friend to a State can be hud than tho 
Chief Executive himself. 
Certainly it 


is preuuiued that a Democratic Presi- 
dent would be juet to all, but friendship 
often gives one a certain view of justice, 
while indifference gives him a very dif- 
fetont view. 


Wo expect under the next Demo- 


cratic administration at Washington to 
see a more generous system of Federal 
patronage prevail 
in Nevada. 
Wo 


shall be disappointed if any effort'is 
made to abolish the Hint at Carson, or 
to cut down its working corps. We 
shall not be surprised to nee laws 
passed to ancourago the free coinage of 
gold and* silver, or to reduce the ex- 
penses of the same to the miner to the 
least possible figure. Wo shall look 
confidently lor a liberal appropriation 
of money to defray the expenses of 
making a thorough test of the theory of 
artesian wells as applied to this State. 
While millions have been lavished on 
other States for the purposes of inter- 
nal improvement, this great problem in 
Nevada, a successful solution of which 
might change the whole face of the 
sagebrush land and render its soil as 
rich as its rock beneath, this teat has 
not been made, although the cost of ex- 
perimenting would be comparatively a 
mere song. 
la all these things and iu others our 


cause would be promoted by the couu- 
teuance and good will of tho Chief 
Magistrate of the country. 
Nothing 


will be lost to us by having him think 
pleasantly of the Silver State aud look 
with friendliness upon our people. 


In order to commend ourselves as a 


community to him, we must bd iutro- 
diicocl to him properly by those who 
will asbitt in naming him for the Presi- 
dency. In other words, we ought to 
send bright men as delegates to the 
National Democratic Convention in '84; 
men who will have shrewdness euongh 
to pick out the strong man and make 
the tight with his friends until he wins. 
Wo want men iu that convention who 
are strong; who can assert themselves
